The Donohoe’s house, counsel stated, was 
set on fire on the night of November 23rd, 
and also a fortnight earlier. The suggestion 
was that the boy was responsible for the fire 
on November Ard. On November 9th John 
Donohoe and Patrick Murphy discovered that 

art of the thatch of their house was on fire. 
They extingnished the flames, and the burned 
thatch was renewed a day or two later. After 
that incident the men inspected the house 
nearly every night, and between 10 and 10.30 

m. on November 23rd John Donohoe and 

atrick Murphy made this inspection, but 
saw no signs of fire. About 8.30 a.m. on the 
following day Maige Murphy saw 3 
falling from the ceiling in a bedroom. It was 
not until the entire thatch was nearly burned 
out that the fire was discovered. -Mrs. Butler 
and Margaret Murphy tried to rescue the 
children, while James Donohoe attem to 
extinguish the fire, but the ceiling collapsed, 
and the young child received severe burns 
and shock, which resulted in his death on 
November 25th. 

Referring to the movements of Ellard on 
November 23rd, Mr. McLoughlin said that 
he was at the Somers’s house from about 
9 p.m. until 10.30 or 10.45 p.m., arriving 
home about 10.50 p.m. ' 

When the circumstances of the fire of 
November 23rd were dee, mer a footprint, 
a — leading from the back of the 

onohoe house and facing in the direction of 
the Somers’s house, was found. In the opinion 
of experts this be corresponded with a 
boot worn by Ellard. ~ 

Some time before 9 p.m. on November 23rd 
three people saw flames in the direction of 
the Donohoe house. This, he submitted, 
indicated that the fire had been started before 
that time. The conclusion was that the 
flames died down to a smoulder and were not 
seen by Donohoe and Murphy when they in- 
spected the house, and that the fire continued 
to smoulder until the following morning—or 
that some person on this particular night set 
fire to the thatch again later. There would, 
he concluded, be no evidence of any actual 
malice, spite or ill-will on the part of Ellard 
against the Donohoes or any person in the 
house. If the jury came to the conclusion 
that it was a deliberate, but rash, act of the 
accused man, done maliciously and regardless 
of the safety of the persons in the dwelling- 
house, but with no wish that any person in 
that house should die as a result, they would 
be justified in bringing in a lesser verdict— 
manslaughter. 


TRAPPED IN BLAZE 


James Donohoe, who said that the six 
children living in his house on November 
25rd had come from England, gave evidence 
of the fires on November 9th and 23rd. After 
the first fire he a oy he heard a footstep 
near the house. On the morning of November 
24th he found the roof blazing at the back 
of the house. He threw a bucket. of water 
on it and the thatch fell in. His niece had 
taken five of the children out to the barn, 
but Thomas Francis Moore was trapped. John 
Donohoe rescued the child. 

When cross-examined by Mr. M. J. Con- 
nolly, K.C. (who appeared, with Mr. R. 
O’Hanrahan, instructed by Mr. John Foley, 
for the defence), the witness said that Ellard’s 
father had helped to put out the fire, but 
he did not remember young Ellard. 
He remembered ‘saying, on ‘that morning: 
„It was no one in Killinane did this.“ He 
also remembered saying, after the second fire, 
that it was an elderly man who did it.“ 
On the occasion of the fire on November 9th 
he heard the footsteps of several people 
-moving away from the house, but he did not 
report the fire to the Guards, 

n reply to the Judge, the witness said 
that the fire could have been caused by a 
spark from the chimney. — 

John Donohoe, brother of the previous 
witness, said that the first warning he 
of the fire was when he saw the ceiling 
_ after which the roof collapsed “ like a 
shell.” When he rescued Thomas Francis 
Moore he was unable to see him or the 
place where he was because the whole place 
was a mass of flame. 

Mrs. M. Butler, sister of the two previous 
witnesses, said that at 4 a.m. on November 
24th the heat in the house was suffocating. 
She got out of bed and went back again, 
never suspecting that there waa anything 
wrong. 

Miss Margaret Murphy (16), niece of the 
Donohoes, who slept in the same room as the 
Moore children, said that she was trying to 
get the children out when the ceiling fell 
“9 on them. She got five of them out to a 

arn. : 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'Hánrahan, witness 
said that she saw Ellard walking about, the 
yard while the fire was being quenched. 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day.

From the strictly military point of view, 
the campaign against the Italians in 
North Africa has been conducted on 
classical lines. Strategy and tactics alike 
have been perfect.

Everything 
has gone planmdssig, as the Germans 
would say. Sir Archibald Wavell and his 
lieutenants have achieved their objectives 
with remarkable speed, and with a really 
astonishing economy of men and material. 
They have inflicted defeat after defeat on 
the Italians, whose leader, Marshal 
Graziani, is a soldier of proved ability 
and an expert in desert warfare. They 
have taken the fullest advantage of the 
lessons that were learned at such bitter 
cost by the British Army last summer, 
and, by their intelligent use of 
mechanised divisions, they not only have 
driven the Italian forces out of Egyptian 
territory, but have invaded Cyrenaica, and 
have swept across the desert at an irre- 
sistible pace. Having captured Tobruk, 
where they took some twenty-five thousand 
prisoners, General Wavell’s forces already 
are threatening Derna, which is an im- 
portant air base as well as a port. General 
Wavell’s communiqués are as laconic as 
those of the famous German, General 
Stein; but the announcement that the

While 
the Army of the Nile is advancing in 
Libya, other British and Imperial forces 
have launched attacks on Eritrea, Italian 
Somaliland, and even in Abyssinia, where 
Hailo Selassie has arrived to take com- 
mand of his Ethiopian followers. In 
Eritrea the towns of Agordat and Barentu 
have been invested. The British Air Force, 
reinforced by Rhodesian squadrons, has 
been active not only in Eritrea, but also 
in Somaliland, where British patrols have 
crossed the frontier at several points ; and, 
so far as can be judged at present, Italian 
resistance, although violent at places, is 
not likely to be any more formidable than 
it has been in Libya. It is impossible to 
predict what Signor Mussolini will do in 
order to restore his waning prestige. 
Marshal Badoglio, who was the hero of the 
Abyssinian campaign five years ago, 
already has been removed from his com- 
mand ; it is rumoured now, via the Ankara 
radio, that Marshal Graziani also is in 
disfavour. According to yesterday’s 
reports, Count Ciano, the Duce’s son-in- 
law, and Foreign Minister, has taken over 
command of the Italian bomber squadrons 
in the battle area; and advices from 
Albania suggest that Signor Mussolini is 
about to launch a great counter-offensive 
against the Greeks. Whatever may, or 
may not, happen in North Africa, the 
Greek campaign holds the key to the war 
against Italy. General Wavell’s offensive 
originally was intended to relieve the 
pressure on the Greeks in Albania, and its 
development into a major campaign was 
more or less accidental. The fact that 
General Wavell visited Athens last week 
indicates that the British High Command 
has not lost sight of its main objective— 
which is to encompass the defeat of tho 
Italians in Albania; and there is every 
reason to believe that, now that Italian 
resistance in Africa has been overcome, 
the British will concentrate their sea and 
air power in an effort to secure a definite 
victory on the European mainland. Every- 
thing seems to depend on the extent to 
which the Germans are prepared to go to 
the help of their Italian allies. The recent 
engagement in the Sicilian Channel proves 
that Herr Hitler has sent some of his 
expert dive bombers to the Mediterranean. 
Their presence undoubtedly will rob the 
British admirals of part of the supremacy 
which they had established in the Middle 
Sea, although it is too soon yet to decide 
whether or not they will be a source of 
serious embarrassment to the British fleet. 
From the British point of view, the 
diversion of Germany’s air forces from 
their main objective in Great Britain must 
be all to the good. Herr Hitler and his 
generals always have been determined, if 
possible, to avoid a war on two fronts. 
That is why the Greek campaign in 
Albania is so important. 


The Cinema in Eire 


Last Friday a letter appeared in this 
newspaper criticising an editorial article 
which had suggested that the first aim of 
the cinema must be a form of entertain- 
ment if it hopes eventually to be educa- 
tional and to be able to exercise an 
influence for good on the minds of the 
public. The article was dealing with a 
lecture by Liam Ua Laoghaire, Director 
of the Irish Film Society, which discussed 
the possibility of a film industry in 


as well as anywhere else, a cinema which 
makes no appeal to the public as a whole 
would become, after its first appealing 
novelty has worn off, little more than a 
club for the select few. A club for the 
select few might be very pleasant, indeed, 
for the few; but Liam Ua Laoghaire’s 
ideal seems to be an Irish cinema industry 
which could cater at the same time both 
for the handful of intellectuals and for 
all the hundreds of thousands of not at 
all intellectual people who go to the 
cinema every week of their lives. To say, 
too, that a film must have popular appeal 
does not mean that it must be necessarily 
a bad film, crude, and without any artistic 
merit. The widespread popularity of such 
films as Kameradschaft, The Grapes 
of Wrath, Un Carnet de Bal,” 
„Mayerling, Katia, or “La Crise 
est Finie would indicate that the much 
maligned man- in- the- street is able to 
enjoy the very best that the film industry 
can produce —even when it is producing 
propaganda. The fact that thousands of 
people in Dublin poured into a cinema to 
see The Grapes of Wrath or a revival 
of Kameradschaft, Pabst’s extremely 


‘subtle anti-war picture, is a sign that 


people are prepared to be educated—as 
certainly Pabst. tried to educate them—or 
are ready to face up to a discussion on 
the screen of even the most unsavoury 


problems of life so long as the film is not 


just a tedious lecture. The cinema, as all 
the world knows by this time, may be an 
asset of immense national importance or 
a source of national corruption, under- 
mining the morality and the moral of the 
people. Most nations that have become 
convinced of that truth have sought out 
means to control the cinema in the national 
interest and to develop its powerful force 
in the national life so that it may be used 
constructively in the widest sense of educa- 
The Rev. R. S. Devane, S. J., who has 
given many years of study to the problem 
of national film control, contributed a 
short series of articles in this newspaper 
on the subject some time ago, and made 
many constructive proposals which ought.

noticed. Father Devane, in a summing- 
up, makes suggestions for the establish- 
ment of a national film institute, and says 
thateven because Europe is at war—an 
éffort should be made now to form the 
nucleus of a ‘national film-producing 
organisation. A small house in the suburbs 
would do well enough as premises in 
which to make a start; and, if we are to 
start at all, we ought to have at the 
beginning an experienced producer and a 
small production’ staff consisting of a few 
expert technicians and a first-class camera- 
man. The cinema is not just a plaything ; 
it is a powerful influence that can be used 
for. improvement or for harm, and the 
country which does not treat it seriously 
is to-day the rare exception rather than 
the rule. The power of the Press has 
become proverbial. The ‘ power of the 
cinema is, perhaps, even greater. Father 
Devane’s articles in the Standard are so 
exhaustive in their dealing with the sub- 
ject that we would welcome their re- 
appearance in the form of a booklet. They 
represent the first serious attempt that has 
been made in writing to draw attention in 
this country tothe influence which is 
exercised by the cinema all over the world 
at the present time; and we go so far 
as to say that the Government Publica- 
tions Bureau Would be doing quite a 
useful national service if it should arrange 
to have them made more generally avail- 
able in the form of a pamphlet. 


The Soldier’s Weight 


An interesting experiment has been 
conducted by a branch of the British 
Army, and is recorded by Richard Capell, 
a special correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph. A number of recruits were 
weighed on their arrival at a training 
camp of the Royal Engineers, and were 
weighed again at the conclusion of. their 
sixteen weeks’ course. The average gain 
in weight was found to be eight pounds. 
It is a fair conclusion that life in this 
particular branch ot the army agreed 
with them, and there is no reason to 
suppose that life in any other branch 
would not have a similar effect. We are 
not told to what precise cause the medical 
authorities attribute this remarkable 
result. Did the men’s condition improve 
as a result of the regular hours that are 
part and parcel of army life, to the 
healthy work, or to the food? Doubtless, 
a combination of all three factors was 
responsible. The increase of weight defi- 
nitely marked an improvement in general 
health—it is necessary to elaborate to this 
extent, because there are circumstances, 
and constitutions, in which a gain of eight 
pounds would be anything but a good 
sign—for at the end of their training the 
men were able to endure strains which 
they almost certainly could not have borne 
at the beginning. One of their final tests, 
for example, consisted of a 28-miles route 
march, followed by four or five hours’ work 
with a pick and shovel; and, says the 
correspondent, it almost invariably 
happens that from first to last not a 
single man falls out.. We can be safe 
in the assumption that a similar test, if 
applied to the Irish Army, would yield 
an equally, or even more, satisfactory con- 
clusion; and one is impelled to inquire 
why so manifestly healthy a life made so 
little appeal to the youth both of Ireland 
and of Great Britain in the years before 
‘the war. How many thousands of young 
Irishmen—and tens of thousands of young 
Englishmen—were content to drag out a 
bare existence on the edge of penury, 
rather than adopt a profession which, at 
the very least, would furnish them with 
food, clothes and shelter, would keep them 
in health, and would convert them into 
useful citizens? Few young men who have 
taken up an army career see fit to change 
it. Here in Ireland the threat of war 
brought thousands into the army who 
would have rejected the idea with 
abhorrence so lately as two years ago; 
now that they are in it, they wonder why 
they did not “join up years earlier.’ 
The queer conditions of these times, 
indeed, are giving the lie to a lot of old- 
fashioned prejudices—and small harm, 
too!

RECONSTRUCTION

The Times in a leading article to-day 
says:—It is sometimes said, and more often 
felt, that, reconstruction belongs to the period 
after the war, and that a nation engaged in 
a life-and-death struggle has no time or 
thought to spare for it so long as the enemy 
still remains undefeated. This view is un- 
tenahle for many reasons, and not the least 
because organisation for war and organisa- 
tion for peace are merely two facets of the 
same problem. Both turn on the essential 
need for the full utilisation and proper dis- 
tribution of the powers of production, and 
though the proper distribution will be wholly 
different when peace returns, the principles 
involved are the same. The expansion of 
industry dictated by the requirements of the 
war is already, by the problems which it 
creates, shaping the plan of future recon- 
struction, and this plan, set in motion as it 
must and should be, here and now, will 
gather momentum as the war proceeds, and 
will eventually absorb, with the minimum of 
friction and delay, the resources of production 
released on the termination of hostilities. 

Militarily, Great Britain, though she has 
repelled the first assault on this island, and 
taken the offensive elsewhere, has not yet 
emerged from the critical period of the war. 
This, however, should be no bar, but rather 
an incentive, to the pursuit of the task of 
reconstruction for peace, which is a corollary 
of reorganisation for war. The precedent of 
the last war gives no encouragement to in- 
ertia in any sphere of policy. In 1917 and 
| 1918 the country was more than once in sight 
of disaster on sea and on land, But this 
was not made the excuse for neglect of issues 
not directly concerned with the conduct of 


the war. In the constitutional field, the 
Reform Act of January, 1918, added 
two million men and six million 


women to the electoral roll, while the drafting 
and acceptance of the report of the Dublin 
Convention, and of the Montagu-Chelmsford 
report were capital landmarks in the histery 
of the Irish and Indian questions. In social 
reform, the Fisher Education Act, the housing 
scheme and the initiation of a Ministry of 
Health, with all that this implied for the 
future well-being of the nation, were out- 
standing achievements of the last two. years 
of the war. In industrial organisation, war- 
time measures laid the foundations of the 
Ministry of Transport, the Electricity Com- 
mission and the Coal Commission, which were 
set up shortly after the Armistice. 

The Times adds :—Reconstruction at home 
is also the first step towards European re- 
construction. Nothing would more certainly 
deprive a victorious Britain of the right and 
of the power to exercise a wise leadershi 
in Europe after the war than failure, — 
lack of a policy, to solve her own domestic 
problems. 


YEATS COMMEMORATION

Influenza Epidemic

have been fears that the conditions in 
which so many people are now living might 
have a bad effect, but this does not appear 
to be the case. For this the steps taken 
by the medical profession generally are to 
be thanked. The present wave of influenza 
is not of a very severe type, and the 
doctors recommend, if an attack is feared, 
frequent gargling with salt and water.

When an artist dies, people who loved 
him and his work are wont to wonder what 
was his last achievement. Several people 
have made this inquiry concerning my late 
friend, Fred Higgins, and it gives me now 
a sorrowful satisfaction to be able to 
answer them. 

His latest work was not a poem, nor was 
it an instalment of the novel which he is 
known to have been keeping in mind for 
the last two or three years, but a work of 
a totally different kind from anything to 
which he previously had set his hand. It 
was a scenario for a ballet.

Catnip. the 
dam of Nogara, was a Spearmint mare out 
of Sibola, a mare got by Sailor Prince, 
winner of the Cambridgeshire many years 
ago. 

On this calculation, Nearco is not very 
Italian after all.

CO. DUBLIN ROAD 
ESTIMATE 


EFFECT OF SHORTAGE 
OF PETROL

When the Dublin County Council last * 
adopted the annual roads estimate of £74,580 | 
—the same as last year—members suggested 
that, in view of the falling-off in the volume 
of traffic owing to petrol restrictions, the 
trunk roads would not require the usual ex- 
penditure and maintenance. 

After having heard from Mr. J. A. Ryan, 
County Secretary, that at least 75 per cent. 
of last year’s motor traffic had been licensed 
again this year, Mr. P. Belton, T.D., said 
that there was no justification for putting a 
worker on the main roads, having regard to 
the fact that the wear and tear for one 
wees of last year would not be equalled in 
the whclo of this year if there was not a 
change. 

Mr. Ryan—There will be a change. 
„There is no justification for the present 
road staff or expenditure on roads in the pre- 
sent conditions,” said Mr, Belton, “and I 
protest against fhe extraction of £74,000 from 
the ‘producers of Dublin. 

Mr. Ryan said that the present condition 
of the trunk roads after a severe winter de- 
manded the expenditure. If they started 
with the assumption that there was not going 
to be petrol for a whole year it would be a 
defeatist attitude. They had to assume 
that there would be reasonable traffic on the 
roads, because if it sto ie the commerce of 
the whole country would be at an end. At 
the present time the people, were working on 
a petrol substitute, and he was inquiring 
about a substitute for the lorries. In spite 
of the greatly increased cost of materials, he 
had managed to bring the estimate down to 
last year’s figure, and they should carry out 
their normal programme. It was not rea- 
sonable to suggest that the State was going 
to burst pp simply because there was a 
shortage of materials since Christmas. 

Mr. Belton, T. D., said that with one per 
cent. of the normal wear and tear on trunk 
roads there will be a difficulty about 5. 
the permanent staff of the County Counc! 
employed. He objected to a proposal to make 
permanent the post of an assistant town-plan- 
ning officer at a year. The Government 
wo have to find employment for certain 
assistant county surveyors and for some of 
the Council’s working staff. There was no 
building in Count ublin because of the 
petrol shortage and the impossibility of get- 
ting materials, and there was only one per 
cent. of the normal volume of traffic on the 
Swords road now. If they were to retain 
full staff in the present circumstances they 
would be robbing the ratepayers. He did not 
see what business they had for a town-plan- 
ning officer. If he were to get 50 per cent. 
more than the current price for a house he 
would not build one now. They should econo- 
mise when they did not have the work to do 
or the materials to do it. 
Mr. J. Ryan, County Surveyor, said that 
work was the maintenance of roads. If the 
members had seen the plan of the Dublin 
City consultants, and could realise how the 
ma plan was to be worked into it, they 
would appreciate the enormous amount of 
work involved in it. There were years of 
work to be done to work in the county plan 
with the city. 

Mr. Belton said that the country was 
blockaded, They had £140,000 rates out- 
standing, and until they saw the boats bring- 
ing in timber they could not build. 

Mr. W. Rollins said that they were paying 

licences for their officials’ cars, and in the 
County Board of Health the travelling 
expenses of officials equalled their salaries. 
e recommendation, which was adopted, 
was that Mr, K J. Nolan, assistant planning 
officer, be appointed to a permanent position 
at £320, rising by £20 a year to £550.

A HOSPITAL 


HAS TO DO i 
i gh a 
(BY ONE OF THEM.) 


66 DIDN’T have to answer all them 
questions when I came here five 
years ago, said a very indignant 

woman to me one morning. 

I had made some enquiries as to her 
circumstances and income, which she 
obviously resented. 1 explained that I was 
not prompted vy mere idle curiosity, and that 
there was just a possibility that her means 
had some bearing on her illness. This seemed 
to be her own opinion, and we immediately 
became friends. She was living alone on a 
widow's pension of 7s. 6d., out of which 4s. 
rent had to be paid, Things had been very 
bad with her for several months since a 
married son, who used to give her a few 
shillings weekly’’ had joined the ranks of 
the unemployed. I suggested an application 
; to make; 
but after her visit to the doctor she returned 
to my office to ask for the — introduc- 
tion to the relieving officer, because the 
physician had suggested more and better 
nourishment, Later she told me that a grant 
had been made, 

The next patient to be interviewed was a 
young man in regular 719 earnin 
£35 per week and living with his parents. 
had suffered from indigestion for some time 
and wished to be X-rayed. He was quite 
willing and able to give the small contribu- 
tion asked. and to pay something towards 
the X-ray examination if the physician 
recommended this 

The enquiry side of the hospital almoner's 
work has for its object help for the patient, 
collection of contributions towards the hos- 
pital funds and the prevention of abuse. 


For the Poor 


Very vague ideas obtain abont the func- 
tion of the vut-patient department of the 
hospital, and the ition of the medical 
staff. It cannot be f ctrongly stressed that 
this service is for the use of the poor, and 
that advice and treatment are given by the 
doctors on an entirely voluntary basis. It is 
the duty of the almoner to discriminate as 
to which patients are suitable (from the 
point of view of income), and to make other 
arrangements for those who can afford to pay 
private fees 

Among the crowds who flock to the out- 
patients department daily there is always a 
roportion of serious cases needing immediate 
institutional care. Arrangements for admis- 
sion to our own wards are made, and, if this 
is not possible owing to lack of beds, it may 
devolve on the almoner to find accommoda- 
tion elsewhere. Immediate admission to 
3 causes a great deal of anxiety, espe- 
cially to the head of a family. In addition 
to his illness there is the worry as to the care 
of young children. Such situations are the 
special care of the almoner’s department. I 
discuss with the man’s wife every possibility 
of help, and advise her as to the best course, 
where necessary making the application and 
explaining the position in full. It a mother 
is the patient, a baby or very young -hild 
may need a home temporarily. This part 
of our work has a very special appeal, and 
brings instant reward in the lifting of an 
immense load of anxiety írcm a human mind. 
My department aims at — the 
3 to obtain the greatest possible benefit 
rom the highly specialised service which the 
hospital provides. When recommended by 
the medical staff I arrange convalescence and 
the supply of necessary appliances. Splints, 
belts, walking instruments and glasses are an 
indispensable adjunct to treatment, and must 
be “re as soon as required. I arrange 
with the maker for what is necessary, and 
am responsible for collecting as much as 
ossible of the cost from the patient, the 
ospital paying the balance. f the case 
needs supervision in the home I send a 
visitor, who keeps in friendly touch for as 
long as may be necessary. Should we find 
the home conditions render recovery impos- 
sible, the matter is reported and a suitable 
alternative arranged. 


Almoner’s Duty 


During the period pf treatment in the ward 
the almoner is respoassible for assessment and 
collection of contribution from each patient. 
She deals with any difticulties that are 
reported to her in connection with his home 
or family, and makes arrangements for his 
care on discharge. It does not, of course, 
tollow that the 120 patients need my help. 
The cases admitted to the beds come from 
various sections of the community, and many 
are quite well equipped intellectually and 
materially, and do not need the social services 
which my department sapplies. 

The contact with the patient at every stage 
suggests the almoner’s department as the 
most suitable centre for collection of statis- 
tical information. The end of the year brings 
harassed hours adding and arranging answers 
to all the questions put by the Hospitals 
Commission. 

The almoner has a well-defined place in the 
health machinery of the community as at 
present constituted. She is the link between 
the hospital and the facilities for treatment 
afforded by the public health authorities. By 
constant friendly interchange with the 
officials she gains a detailed knowledge of 
the scope and mode of procedure in each 
department. Thus she can save time and 
effort, and make the transfer less distressing 
for the patient 

The tuberculosis dispensaries deal with a 
very great number of our cases who are 
referred for admission to the special institu- 
tions. The school medical service sends 
numbers of school children to various depart- 
ments, and the senior medical officer 1s always 
at hand to give advice about the difficult 
child. The maternity and child welfare 
servics help us in dealing with the babies 
and younger children. The Housing Depart- 
ment hears our plaint continuously about 
crowded rooms, and, although much too 
slowly in our opinion. do manage to transport 
families to new flats or houses. 


Voluntary Work 


The voluntary associations working for the 
community welfare also give very valuable 
help in our work. Many demands are made 
by us on the District Nursing Association for 
heip in the patients homes. The nurse's 
visit does ensure the medical treatment 
advised, and gives the feeling of confidence 
in their ability to carry it out needed by the 
family. The brothers of St Vincent de Paul 
never fail to respond to our appeals for 
friendly visiting, advice and for material help 
in providing extra diet or other necessaries. 
The St. John Ambulance Brigade transports 
our patients for admission or out-patients for 
treatment. on application. The Ex-Service 
Associations and the National Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children undertake 
work on cases suitable to their rules. 
Convalescent homes, both for children and 
adults, admit our patients. and * 
any special attention or care asked. e can 
count on co-operation from many. sources, 
and we try to secure the most suitable for the 
special need, 

Our duty as almoners is to make the 
nospital machinery work as smoothly and 
effectively as circumstances permit. As social 
workers, our philosophy should guide us in 
preserving the individuality of the patient, 
and restoring him with his personality un- 
impaired to his own niche.
